Record Crowd Sees Record Scottish Event 


Tue 91st Aberdeen-Angus Show and Sale in Perth, Scotland, was 
the greatest ever. At no previous sale had so many animals been 
presented in the catalogue, the numbers being 192 females and 754 
bulls. Of this number of bulls, 578 were sold through the ring at 
an average price of £706 or 1976 dollars. The number of bulls sold, 
the average price, the total realized at the sale, the top price for 
bulls at 11,500 gns., ($33,695.00) the top price for females at 2,500 
gns. ($7,325.00), and the number of animals sold at 1,000 gns. 
($2,930.00) or over, viz. 88, were records for the sale. 

So were the crowds. The auction ring at Perth holds comfort- 
ably about 800 people but uncomfortably, by sitting on the stairs 
and filling up gaps over entrances and by making standing room in 
the passages, over 1200 people can be accommodated, Three-quarters 
of an hour before the sale was due to start, it was scarcely possible 
to move in the auction room and the barns where the animals were 
stalled or penned were still seething with busy commercial breeders 
anxious to come to a decision as to which crossing bull or bulls 
they should buy. 

Before the sale began, it was quite evident that the crowd 
could not get into the sale room and a scheme was very hastily im- 
provised whereby one of the auctioneers’ staff stood on an elevated 
position in the sale room from which he could command a view of 
the long passages through which the animals came from the stalls 
and pens into the ring and returned to their quarters. From the 
hundreds of farmers packed into these passages, he took bids and 
transmitted them to the principal auctioneer in the rostrum. This 
is the first time the relay system has been used at Perth. The bulls 
had to squeeze their way through two deep lines of humanity along 
the passages to the ring and then squeeze their way back again. 
They seemed to enjoy the experience but their owners and herds- 
men were a bit annoyed after having dressed them all up to find 
them at the end of the journey before they entered the ring with 
their coats awry and the whole job had to be hastily done all over 
again. 

Apparently, however, these conditions of discomfort and pres- 
sure did not depress the sale. Here, for comparison, may be given 
the figures of last year (which was itself a record) and this year:

Scenic California Also 


Boasts Some Great Doddies

Tuat CALIFORNIA is one of our more scenic states is well 
known, thanks to the tireless efforts of the chamber of commerce, 
movies and—to an even greater extent—people who live in the 
Golden State, or those who have visited California. But California’s 
beauty is more than skin deep, for it has long since passed the 
status of a mere tourist attraction. It is one of our major states 
industrially and agriculturally. In the latter category the Aber- 
deen-Angus herds which are fast expanding in this western em- 
pire are of increasing importance and the basis for this article. 

Four herds—Ferndale, Rancheria, Hacienda de Los Reyes, and 
Palomar this year are combining in the “Golden State Circuit” 
April 14 through April 18. This will be an ideal time to visit Cali- 
fornia and an opportunity to review the efforts of some of the top 
herds and top breeders of the Pacific Coast area. 

Our first visit will be at Ferndale Ranch, “Fabulous Ferndale”, 
one could say. 

FERNDALE RANCH ... From a scenic standpoint Ferndale 
Ranch at Santa Paula, California, could hardly be improved upon. 
It is located in the famous San Fernando Valley and is located 
about 30 miles west, and a little north, of Los Angeles. While 
energetic Paul Grafe, owner of Ferndale, has no objections to 
scenery as such he has no use for sage, brush and scrub trees on 
land that could produce grass. And being in the construction busi- 
ness he was well aware of the beneficial effects of a bulldozer, ex- 
pertly handled. So one of the first things done after acquiring the 
ranch some years ago was to clear the more level areas and seed 
them to improved pasture grasses. Enough high ground and steep 
draws were left in their native state to satisfy the most confirmed 
nature lover. 

With the clearing and reseeding went a program of fencing 
and road building. But it is still a ranch with a considerable 
amount of rugged terrain. And the Ferndale Angus, possibly be- 
cause it reminds them a bit of Scotland, cover every inch of it. 

The history of Ferndale Ranch and this section of the San 
Fernando Valley goes back to the first white settlers in California 
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The rich quality of the Ferndale herd is readily evident in this group of deep bodied brood females. 


and beyond. Because of its combination of meadows and forested 
rougher land it is still a good game country and for this reason 
probably appealed to the Red Men. The first Spanish dons ran 
their longhorn cattle and sheep on what is now Ferndale. In 1885 
it waas a breeding plant for trotting horses. In 1908 one of the 
first producing oil wells in California was drilled on the ranch. 

Paul Grafe in his operation of Ferndale has drawn on the four 
corners of the United States, and upon Scotland, for top founda- 
tion material. The first importation by Ferndale was in 1947 and 
the herd has had very good success in combining top imported and 
domestic blood. 

The ranch carries 125 mature cows nicely and no attempt has 
been made to build merely on numbers. Quality and uniformity 
through the use of outstanding bulls on daughters of top bulls has 
been the goal. Famous sires represented by daughters include 
Elban Bardolier 3d, the 1951 International grand champion bull 
now owned in partnership with El-Jon Farms of Iowa; Bardolier 
of White Gates 3d; Palomar Prince; Elban Escort; Bandolier 244th 
of Wilton; Eva’s Bandolier Lad; Eileenmere 1032d, 1949 Interna- 
tional grand champion; Homeplace Eileenmere 999th 35, and others 
of note. And the cows represent members of the Erianna, Gam- 
mer, Miss Wix, Blackcap Bessie, Black Jestress, Jiit, Blueblood 
Lady, Tolan Pauline and Tolan Blackcap Missie, Ballindalloch 
Georgina, Eulima, Maid of Bummers and other good strains. 

In Elban Bardolier 3d the Ferndale herd has the only Interna- 
tional grand champion bull being used in California. 

Ferndale is quite an operation and one of the top herds of this 
great western country. 


RANCHERIA ANGUS ... Pick up any of the catalogs of live- 
stock shows held on the Pacific coast and you will be sure to find 
among the winners the name Rancheria Angus, Napa, California. 
Placing either females or bulls in the winner’s circle is nothing 
new to the operators of this ranch and the name is by no means 


new to the Aberdeen-Angus fraternity. Ryan is a good old Irish 
“handle” and in this case we are talking about the family of Charles 
or “Charley” Ryan, the latter being the more commonly used name. 
Ryan is the operator of the Rancheria Angus herd, but he has 
plenty of assistance from the fine family he has. 

Charley has come by his love for the “blacks” honestly and ac- 
tually grew up in the business for his own father was the widely 
known Earl Ryan, partner in the old Iowa cattle firms of Escher 
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and Ryan and Harrison and Ryan. Earl Ryan went into the cattle 
business shortly after the turn of the century. It was while work- 
ing with his father’s cattle that Charley Ryan made up his mind 
to have a herd of his own, but his native state was not to see 
Charley’s herd as it was not until he came to California that he 
really had an opportunity to put his plans into action. 

In 1929 the firm of Harrison and Ryan at Harlan, Iowa, sold 
600 head of Angus cattle to W. G. Lane of the Lane Mortgage 
Company in California and Charley drew the assignment to accom- 
pany these cattle to their new home. He arrived at Kirkwood, 
California on July 3d and has made the west coast his home ever 
since. Upon delivering the cattle to Lane Charley accepted a job 
with the purchaser and he remained with the outfit for a year or 
more. It was here that his own herd began to materialize, as Lane 
permitted Ryan to run some cattle of his own with the Lane herd. 

Upon severing his connections with the Lane firm, Ryan moved 
northward to the state of Oregon, settling at Medford, where he 
operated his own herd for two or three years. This venture ran 
more to commercial Angus, but there were a few purebreds in-

cluded. It was while in the pacific northwest that the Rancheria 
Angus Cattle Co. was formed, the Ryan’s having moved to Butte 
Falls, Oregon at that time, 1944. The name was taken from Ranch- 
eria Creek, a stream of snow water that cut through the ranch and 
was used for irrigation purposes. 

The year 1947 saw several changes in the lives of the Ryans. 
They left Oregon and returned to California, purchasing a place of 
240 acres, all of which was under irrigation, at Anderson, California. 
It was here that the Ryan firm dropped the “Cattle Co.” and from 
that time Rancheria Angus has been the operating name of one of 
the state’s oldest Angus herds, and since coming back to California 
the Ryan outfit has made great strides in its development, becom- 
ing one of the better known herds on the coast. 

With the increase in the size of the herd, the Anderson place

Un- 
fertunately, the Rancheria Angus herd must again be on the move 
this time not of Charley’s choosing, but because the greater portion 
of the place will be under many feet of water in a couple of years 
as a result of the states’ construction of the big Monticello Dam. 

Many Angus breeders have envied the Ryans for their lack of 
labor problems, Charley and Catherine being the parents of six 
children, three boys and three girls. Consequently, when showing 
their cattle there is plenty of help for Charley and Catherine, John, 
Robert and Richard doing much of the detail work as well as aid- 
ing in the actual showing of the cattle. Of the three boys John, 
the eldest, is married, while the eldest daughter, Jane, has also 
married and presented her parents with three grandchildren. Two 
younger daughters, Elizabeth, better known as “Busy” and six- 
year-old Abbie are at home, along with the two other boys Robert 
and Richard. 

The Rancheria Angus herd at the present numbers about 175 
brood cows and they have been producing many top calves with the

service of fine sires. Two of the top bulls being used at the present 
are Oxbow Eileenmere 42d, by the Homeplace Eileenmere 738th 
and he by the “487th”. This bull was consigned by the Oxbow 
Ranch of Ford Twaits to the sale at Klamath Falls, Oregon in the 
spring of 1950 where Ryan succeeded in purchasing him. He was 
selected champion of the 1951 National Angus Show held in Port- 
land, Oregon that year and he is the only champion of a National 
show to have ever been owned on the Pacific coast. The Ryan’s are 
also using a grandson of Prince Eric of Sunbeam Emperor Eric 3d, 
bred by Fred H. Bontecou at Millbrook, New York. 

Prior to the arrival of these two bulls at Rancheria, a series 
of well-bred sires were used, among these being Bandolier Quiet 
Lad, the first of the Rancheria top bulls. This sire produced 
many good females for the Ryans. Next came a bull from the At- 
lantic, Iowa, herd of Wayland Hopley, Quality Marshall, sired by 
Eston Quality. Then came a Bell Boy buli, Illustrious Thickset 2d, 
followed by Elban Escort, the latter sire having been secured from 
the M. L. Snyder herd at Madelia, Minnesota. 

THE HACIENDA ... Commercial Ranch—The registered An- 
gus operations of Mr. and Mrs. William G. Volkmann, better known 
as “Bill” and “Willie”, owners of the Hacienda de Los Reyes at 
Selma, California, are known to most Angus folk so this is not an 
introduction to a new member of the ever-growing fraternity of 
Angus people. But, this article will attempt to give a word pic- 
ture of a comparatively new phase in the operations of this veteran 
California Angus family, that being the commercial cattle plant 
that is situated about 30 miles from the home place. 
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Here is a picture of scenic Palomar Ranch in the beautiful Pauma Valley 
near Pala, California. 


The Volkmanns bought the 3,000 acre place a few years ago 
and the ranch has quite a history, having been owned previously 
by the Whittaker family, an earlier member of the family having 
pioneered the place several generations ago. Originally, the Whit- 
taker ranch extended all the way to the Sierras where part of it 
remains as the Whittaker forest today. 

About 700 acres of the big place are good, flat land, the bal- 
ance being pasture land. At the present the Volkmanns operate 
the tillable land on a dry farming basis, but there is a chance that 
they will begin overhead irrigation of about 128 acres shortly. The 
ranch is in the Orange Cove irrigation district and the Friant-Kern 
Irrigation canal cuts right through the place. The pasture is rocky 
and of a highly desirable type because of the rocks. This may be 
a surprise to eastern people who do not realize that a rocky, hilly 
pasture does not have to be burned off each year in order to get 
rid of weeds as is necessary on less rocky slopes. 

The Volkmann commercial herd now numbers approximately 
250 brood cows, but plans for the future call for a maximum of 300 
head of cows. The practice at Hacienda is to remove the less de- 
sirable females from the registered herd, take off their neck- 
chains and place them in the commercial herd. Most of the females 
in that herd now are from Volkmann’s registered herd, but there 
are still a few of the females that were on the place when they 
bought it. Eventually all of the females in the herd will have 
originated in the Volkmann registered herd. 

The commercial place has been developed in order to serve two 
purposes. First, it will provide a place to put females that do not 
come up to the strict specifications of the Volkmann weeding pro- 
gram in their registered herd and secondly, it will be used for the 
production of steers and heifers to feed out on a commercial basis. 

About 100 head of steers are on feed the vear round and they 
are handled so as to produce a finished animal averaging from 900 
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to 1,000 lbs. in weight, a weight bracket that is the most popular 
with meat packers on the Pacific coast. Volkmann begins to 
feed the cattle when they average about 600 lbs. in weight and they 
are given a mixture of chopped hay, molasses, ground oats, barley, 
corn-cob meal, cotton-seed mix and mineral. All except the molas- 
ses, mineral and cotton-seed mix are produced on the place, making 
for economical gains. The grinding and mixing of the feed is done 
right at the ranch, a mill being so situated that during the grind- 
ing and mixing of the dry feeds, molasses under pressure is blended 
in, coming from two large tanks that are close at hand. The feed- 
ing operation is under the supervision of Nate Chance, and he with 
the Volkmanns is justly proud of the fact that each and every ship- 
ment of steers marketed to date has sold at the extreme top for 
the day, having gained right around two pounds per day during 
the feeding period. This is not only a reflection on the feeding of 
the cattle, but it also bears out Bill Volkmann’s belief that it is 
imperative that good bulls be used on these commercial cows and 
he uses some of the bulls from the registered herd for this purpose. 
More than one visitor paying a return call has commented on the 
improvement in the quality of the calves over those of a year 
earlier. 

J. D. Mankin, the newly-named herdsman at Hacienda reg- 
istered unit is a graduate of New Mexico A. & M. and received his 
masters degree at Colorado. He has been very much impressed by 
the strong bull battery at Hacienda as were we when we paid our 
most recent visit. 

The senior herd sires at Hacienda include, as previously re- 
ported, Ernest of West Woodlawn—the famous “Bob-Tail” bull; 
Prince Eston of Ferndale—the $30,000 grandson of Prince Sun- 
beam 46th; and Pardolier of Hacienda, the Maid of Bummers 
Bandolier-bred grandson of the bull which sired the 1949 Interna- 
tional grand champion female. 

In addition the Volkmanns have added a stable of junior herd 
bulls that promise to be heard from time and time again. Among 
this group can be found Duncraggan Prince Erica 5902d, a son of 
Prince Runnymede 59th and the 1954 Western Futurity Supreme 
champion as well as the 1954 California State Fair grand cham- 
pion. He is a great headed bull with all the flash and style one 
would ever want. He has good depth, a good quarter and is a great 
fleshed bull. Another is the “George Bull’, George of Hacienda 2d, 
a son of the great “Bob-Tail” bull and he has tremendous scale, 
great depth and is a great quartered bull of a type that meets with 
much favor in the eyes of western breeders. Black Peer of Hacien- 
da is another junior herd bull to be reckoned with. He is a grand- 
son of Prince Sunbeam 105th and he looks more like the old bull 
than any of his other sons and grandsons, in our estimation. He 
possesses great depth of body, is short (Please turn to page 156

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Aneus BREEDERS are beginning to talk more and more about 
that new Angus herd at Haystack Ranch, Longmont, Colorado— 
and with good reasons. For this young Herd, under the guidance 
of Owner Lloyd Rudd and Herd Manager Austin Moody, is fast 
gaining in reputation as a herd of the right combination of type, 
quality and breeding. 

One of the toughest things to do in the Angus business, or any 
purebred breeding business, is to get started buying the right kind. 
And one of Lloyd’s first purchases was the right kind—the foun- 
dation Edna Eileen cow, Blakeford Major’s Edna. This show cow, 
an Eileen Erica heifer by Blakeford Black Major, the bull which 
was responsible for the great success of the Blakeford herd, was in 
calf at the time of purchase to Prince Eric of Sunbeam in addition 
to having a Prince Eric bull calf at side. This right combination of 
breeding, purchased at the Shadow Isle sale in the spring of 1953, 
was the first foundation family of the Haystack herd. 

Other foundation cows and heifers have been purchased by 
Haystack at various sales and from various herds around the 
country. With an eye for quality as well as for popular family, 
Lloyd has already assembled a growing herd of around 150 cows 
boasting in addition to the Edna Eileens—Fanny Bess, Gammer, 
Maid of Bummers, Bessie, Blackcap Empress, Anoka Barbara Rose, 
Hartley Edella, Black Jestress, Eulima, Lady Ida, Blueblood Lady, 
Georgina, Jilt, Mignonne, Wardess Witch, Elluna, Anoka Blackbird 
Progress and Portlethen Lucy. The breeding behind these cows in- 
cludes such bulls as Prince Eric, Prince Sunbeam 328th, McLean- 
mere, Prince Esquire, Homeplace Eileenmere 115th, Prince Sun- 
beam 19th, Burgess 101st, Prince Eric 2d of Sunbeam, Prince Sun- 
beam 249th, the Blakeford bulls Blakeford Black Major and Blake- 
ford Bardolier, Bar Prince of Sunbeam, Prince Peer of Angus 
Valley, Queen’s Grenadier G. R., Prince Quality of Sunbeam, 
Raona’s Bardolier 2d, Eileenmere 1062d, Prince Peer 40th of Den- 
Mor and Bardoliermere 2d. 

In taking a closer look at the foundation families in the Hay- 
stack herd, we find that the Edna Eileens are one of the real good 
tribes with produce centered in five of the stronger herds of the 
country including the Steve Birch herd at Mahrapo Farms, Mahwah, 
New Jersey. Haystack’s foundation Edna Eileen, the cow we men- 
tioned earlier, Blakeford Major’s Edna, has produced some $90,000 
in offspring during the 14 years of her life. The show record of 
her sons and daughters includes an International first prize win- 
ner, an International Reserve Junior Champion, two International 
second prize winners, two American Futurity first prize winners, 
an American Futurity Junior Champion and a number of National 
Show first prize winners. 
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Lloyd Rudd definitely feels that the Edna Eileen family is one 
of the great ones of the breed pointing out that “of all sold, the 
average has been well over $12,000 on both females and bulls.” The 
photograph at the beginning of this article shows the old cow and 
her produce—a three generation picture. The bull calf which she 
had at side, at the time Lloyd purchased her, now shares in the 
herd sire duties at Haystack. Shadow Isle Prince Eric 85th, by 
name, he is a son of old Eric, “The Bull of the Century.” The Edna 
cow is now bred to Shadow Isle Prince 31st, the other Haystack 
herd sire, but more on both of these bulls later. 

Another strong family in the Haystack herd, whose quality 
brood cows average some 10 years of age, is the Maid of Bummers.

There are seven of these cows, all showing the imported cow in 
the pedigree with one showing the old cow three times. Most re- 
cent addition to the herd includes a number of well-bred families 
carrying the service of Ankonian 3550th, the 1954 International 
Junior Champion son of the “999th 35”. Also an outstanding in- 
dividual in the herd is Erica 9th of Shadow Isle, a Prince Sunbeam 
328th daughter out of a Prince Eric dam which sold for $15,900 
to Jack Solomon in the 1953 Shadow Isle spring sale. This fancy 
show heifer was 3 times Grand Champion in the West in 1954 in- 
cluding the Pacific International in Portland this winter. With 
the exception of a small herd of 33 head which was purchased along 
with the Haystack headquarters ranch some three years ago, the

sire with an enviable reputation in the show ring. 
one of Prince Eric of Sunbeam’s greatest sons. 


majority of the brood cows have been selected by Lloyd and Aus- 
tin during the past year and a half. Future plans for expansion 
call for the addition of another 100 brood cows. 

The two Haystack herd sires, as mentioned above, are Shadow 
Isle Prince Eric 85th and Shadow Isle Prince 31st, the “85th” being 
one of the top sons of Prince Eric of Sunbeam and the “31st” being 
a champion son of Prince Sunbeam 328th. Lloyd purchased the 
“85th”, out of Blakeford Major’s Edna, at his mother’s side on a 
joint relationship with Shadow Isle Farms who saw the potential 
this calf possessed from the day he was dropped. On the show cir- 
cuit he was a first prize winner at the American Aberdeen-Angus 
Futurity, a first prize winner at the Eastern National Show and a 
second prize winner at five major national shows including the 
International. 

Haystack was able to purchase Shadow Isle Prince 31st at 
Dr. Hammer’s dispersion sale in May of last year. His dam is 
Eviline Eline L. S. F., one of Shadow Isle’s great show and brood 
cows which sold in the same dispersion to Murchison Ranch, Bur- 
net, Texas, with heifer calf at side for $14,000. In his brief show 
eareer the “31st” has compiled an enviable record of five 1954 
Grand Championships at the major shows of the West including 
the Grand National Livestock Exposition in San Francisco and the 
Pacific International in Portland. Among his latest victories is the 
Grand Championship of recent Houston Fat Stock Show. The 
combination of these two herd sires at Haystack should produce 
plenty of champions like Erica 9th of Shadow Isle who is a daugh- 
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ter of Prince Sunbeam 328th and is out of a daughter of Prince 
Eric—a combination in breeding of the “85th” and the “31st”. 

The Haystack operation is not only growing rapidly from a 
quality herd standpoint but the mechanical development of land and 
ranch facilities is well underway. At present the setup covers a 
little over 600 acres of irrigated land in the foothill slopes of the 
towering Rockies about mid-way between Boulder and Longmont. 
The 14,000 foot summit of Long’s Peak can be seen to the north- 
west while famed Haystack mountain forms a nearby backdrop. 

The ranch land itself varies from flat to rolling with the ir- 
rigation ditches weaving a circular pattern throughout. Water foi 
irrigation comes from Left Hand ditch, the Big Thompson reservoir 
and Holland ditch. About 420 acres is under flow irrigation while 
190 acres is sprinkler fed. Present plans call for the addition of 
about 400 acres, much in bottom land, so that the final operation 
will take in about 1,000 acres altogether. 

Lloyd’s father, C. C. Rudd, who is ranch manager, was former- 
ly in the farm machinery business and has long been interested in 
cattle. He handles the mechanical operation of the unit for Lloyd, 
who is in business near Philadelphia, Pennsylvania, while Austin 
Moody, formerly with Shadow Isle, is in charge of herd manage- 
ment. Bob Salt is show herdsman for Haystack while Don Wilks 
handles the breeding herd. All breeding on the ranch is done by 
artificial insemination. Plans are to (Please turn to page 144

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Gene —The Universal Calf

Gene had spent a restless night. In addition to having had a 
touch of indigestion himself, the owner and the veterinarian had 
kept him awake a good part of the night while they were taking 
care of “Old Glory”. Now that day had arrived, Gene could see 
what all the excitement was about. Glory’s new calf at first glance 
looked like a real prospect—thick body, short legs, wide head—and 
Gene couldn’t understand the master’s disappointment. Then he re- 
membered Shorty. Shorty had looked like this new calf at birth and 
Gene and the other calves had been more than a little jealous of 
the attention lavished upon him. But Shorty had failed to develop 
normally and soon anyone could see by his bulging forhead, under- 
shot jaw, pot belly and incoordinated gait that he was a real freak. 
Shorty had been sold for veal when he was about five months old. 


Accidental or developmental freaks are of little importance to 
breeders. They may be caused by faulty nutrition, imperfect 
nourishment of the embryo, disease, or many other unknown en- 
vironmental factors. At any rate, the developmental freak has no 
implication to the breeder other than that incurred by the im- 
mediate loss of a calf. 
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Hereditary Freaks 

Hereditary freaks are of much greater significance because 
they indicate the presence of defective genes. Although the freaks 
can be eliminated, some of the relatives of the freaks are likely to 
carry the defective inheritance. Breeders have an important and 
difficult problem in distinguishing developmental and hereditary 
freaks. The first freak which appears can seldom be accurately 
classified as “developmental” or hereditary. But when a second or 
third appears in the same line of breeding, this points toward the 
hereditary nature of the defect. Usually, the occurrence of an 
hereditary freak indicates both the mother and father are carriers 
of the defect and are equally responsible when the freak is pro- 
duced. If the inheritance is of the simple kind described in the last 
section, one-fourth of the calves from such matings will be freaks 
themselves, one-half of them will be carriers of the defective gene 
although they may look completely normal, while one-fourth of 
them will be completely normal in inheritance, just as if they had 
come from a non-freak producing line of breeding. The reason for 
these ratios were given in the first article of this series (Aberdeen- 
Angus Journal, March, 1955). 


Mutations 

Defective genes arise through a process of gene mutation. 
Genes are complex protein molecules which act as enzymes or catal- 
ysts upon the food mutrients which are being constantly transport- 
ed into and out of the body cells. Ordinarly a gene is a very stable 
structure and can reproduce itself and be transmitted for countless 
generations in its original form. Once in a great while, however, 
something happens to cause a gene to change its nature. This 
changed gene is called a mutation. It is highly stable as was the 
old gene and will be transmitted in its new form from generation 
to generation. 

Mutations are very rare and it is difficult to tell how often they 
occur under natural conditions. Probably one gene mutates out of 
each one hundred thousand or one million genes in each genera- 
tion. The number of mutations can be increased by exposure to x- 
rays, ultraviolet light or other kinds of high energy particles. 
These particles penetrate the cell and discharge energy in the 
vicinity of the gene, causing a chemical reaction which changes the 
structure of the old gene. Mutations cannot be caused at will, nor 
can a particular kind of mutation be induced. 

Although induced mutations have been used successfully in 
developing commercial varieties of plants, the technique does not 
appear very promising for the improvement of animals. In the 
first place, an enormous number of mutations would have to be 
induced in order to have much chance of getting one which had 
commercial value. Then its frequency would have to be increased 
by selection and as many of the concurrent undesirable mutations 
as possible eliminated from the stock. 


New Variations 

There are two aspects of natural mutations which are of signifi- 
cance to breeders. First, mutations are the only source of complete- 
ly new hereditary variations. Second, mutations are usually harm- 
ful. 

We will first consider an example of how a mutation can be the 
source of new hereditary variations. Suppose a breeder in one of 
the purebred horned breeds wishes to develop a polled straim of cat- 
tle. That has been done repeatedly by examining many of the pure- 
bred animals or sending questionnaires to other breeders. Almost 
always, if one looks hard enough, one can find several polled an- 
imals in any purebred horned breed. They represent mutations 
which have occurred in the recent past history of the breed. These 
polled animals possess a polled gene which is dominant to the horn- 
ed gene. Therefore, any animal in the breed having the polled gene 
will itself be polled. These animals are just as representative of 
the breed for any other genes they may have as are horned an- 
imals of the breed. This mutation from the horned gene to the 
polled gene had been estimated as occurring in about one case in 
twenty thousand. 

It is entirely logical that the mutation occurs in the reverse 
manner also. That is, the polled gene occasionally mutates to the

horned gene. Then a breeder of naturally polled cattle would not 
know exactly when a mutation to the horned gene occurred. Since 
the effect of the horned gene is recessive an animal having one pol- 
led gene and one horned gene (Pp in genetic make-up) is polled, 
just as an animal having 2 polled genes (PP) is polled. Of course, 
as far as this one pair of genes is concerned, animals having the 
genetic make-up Pp would be polled, regardless of whether they 
occurred in naturally polled or naturally horned breeds. 


The important difference is that if the mutation occurred in a 
horned breed it would be recognized immediately. If the opposite 
mutation occurred in a polled breed it could not be recognized until 
the mutant horned gene was transmitted in the reproductive cell 
and united with another reproductive cell carrying the horned gene. 
Then the offspring, being pp, would develop horns and could be 
recognized by the breeder, although the original mutations might 
have occurred one or many, many generations previously. 


Another way in which carriers of the horned gene may be rec- 
ognized in the naturally polled breeds is by mating them to horned 
animals. Then the carriers, being Pp in genetic makeup, would 
produce 50% horned offspring from matings with the horned an- 
imals. This is best illustrated as:

Recessive Mutations 

Most mutations are recessive. This permits them to be carried 
along in the germ plasm of an apparently true breeding strain with 
very little outward evidence of their presence. We have seen, for 
example, that the birth of one red calf out of 200 in a black breed 
would not be very noticeable, yet one parent out of every 7 must 
be carriers of the red gene for that to happen. This recessiveness 
of most mutation permits the accumulation of much undesirable 
hereditary material. This eventually reaches a leveling off point, 
or equilibrium, so that the numbers of undesirable genes being 
brought into the strain by mutation is exactly equal to the number 
being eliminated by the appearance of the defective animals. 


The second aspect of mutations which is of significance to 
breeders is that they are usually harmful. In one way or another, 
they usually make the animals less well suited or adapted to ex- 
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isting conditions than the normal genes which are abundant in the 
breed. This seems to be because the normal genes are themselves 
the survivors of countless generations of previous changes. Selec- 
tion tends to perpetuate the genes which best fit the animals to 
existing circumstances. 

To illustrate why mutations are so seldom beneficial let us 
consider a watch that is already running almost perfectly. If we 
cause a random change in the time-keeping mechanism, say by 
dropping the watch on the floor, any change is much more likely 
to make it run worse than it originally did. If the watch were ai- 
ready running poorly before it was dropped, the change caused by

dropping it would have a greater chance of being beneficial. So it 
is with mutations in our already improved breeds of livestock. Oc- 
casionally a beneficial mutation may occur, but the great majority 
of them are detrimental. 
Dominant Mutations 

But whether mutations are dominant or recessive has an im- 
portant effect upon what happens to them after they occur. If the 
mutant gene is dominant it will be recognized at once. If it has 
a desirable effect it can be increased by selection. If a dominant 
mutation is undesirable, it can be eliminated practically as rapidly 
as it occurs, because each animal carrying the mutant gene can be 
recognized and culled. The important point here is that dominant 
genes cannot be masked by the presence of another gene and so 
cannot accumulate in a breed unless breeders wish them to.

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Propucrion SALES of five prominent herds in recent weeks 
reveal a stronger demand for top cattle. The herds are well scat- 
tered geographicaily—one in the east, two in the southeast and two 
in the southwest. One evidence of price strength was especially 
noticeable in the stronger demand for top herd sires. 


High sale of the year to date was the production event January 
29th of Ankony Farms, Rhinebeck, New York. Here 56 lots grossed 
$283,600 for an average of $5,065. Bulls were in strong demand 
with 30 head averaging $4,738 on a top of $20,000. Cattle went to 
all sections of the country, and to Argentina. 


On February 11 Essar Ranch at San Antonio, Texas held its 
annual production sale. Here 49 head averaged $2,802 or $250 per 
head more than the sale of a year ago. This strength was most 
noticeable on bulls with the five head sold averaging $4,604 more 
than last year’s Essar sale. 


On February 12 Bray’s Island Plantation, Yemassee, South 
Carolina, held its first production sale. Here 44 lots averaged a 
strong $3,761 on a top of $9,200. 


February 12 was also the date of the joint production sale of 
Mecom Ranches of Texas and Colorado and 77 Ranch of Texas with 
the sale held at Houston. It was the first public offering of Mecom 
cattle and the average on the 53 head of the combined offering was 
a substantial $2,535 average. Bulls averaged $2,700 and females 
$2,525. 


February 18 Sun Lake Ranch at Lutz, Florida, held its annual 
production sale. Average on 49 head was $2,780—up $779 compared 
with the Geraci sale of a year ago. This sale was featured by a 
$20,000 top. 


Of the Ankony sale Newsweek of February 7 said in part: 


“Cowboys who had to revise their plaintive lullabies for the 
switch from longhorns to white-faced Herefords may have to 
change their tune again. It’s because of the ubiquitous Aberdeen- 
Angus, a blocky black beastie with qualities to delight the breeder, 
the rancher, the feeder, and the butcher. 


“As if further proof were needed of the breed’s growing pop- 
ularity, about 500 persons crowded into a pole barn last week on 
Ankony Farm, 100 miles north of New York City, for the auction 
sale of 56 prize “Blacks.” They saw J. B. Hodges bid $20,000 for a 
yearling bull for Elk Hill Farm at Forest, Virginia. And they saw 
Carlo Paterno pay $14,100 for a heifer for Meadow Lane Farm at 
North Salem, New York. 


“But Dr. Jorge Ezcurra, who came from Buenos Aires to rep- 
resent several breeding farms, gave best evidence of the progress 
of Aberdeen-Angus in this country. Besides a bull, for which he 
paid $5,000, Dr. Ezcurra bid in three females at $8,600, $6,000, and

$3,000. If he gets them to Argentina safe and sound, they will be 
the first purebred female Angus ever exported from the U. S. to 
the pampas. Argentines, who know their beef and breeding, have 
always bought their top stock in Scotland. 


“Allan A. Ryan and Lee Leachman had all of those things in 
mind when they started in 1947 to build the now-famed Ankonian 
herd. They began with $980 each, a herd of 60 cows and one bull, 
Leachman’s cattle lore, and Ryan’s Ankony Farm near Rhinebeck, 
New York. In seven years, they have grossed more than $1.4 mil- 
lion at six auction sales and quadrupled the size of their herd out 
of profits. 


“Prime Investment: ‘It has been one of my most successful 
investments,’ conceded Ryan, who is board chairman of Royal Mc- 
Bee Corp. 


“Ankony’s success reflects what has been happening to Aber- 
deen-Angus cattle elsewhere in the country. During 1954, ten new 
herds were registered each working day (a ‘herd’ may have one 
head or a hundred). 


“Some of the excitement of this trend probably tightened the 
tension apparent among bidders at last week’s Ankony auction. 
Hamilton James, labeled ‘Colonel’ like auctioneers everywhere, fre- 
quently broke off his price-chanting to voice a fervent testimonial: 
‘Look at him, boys—isn’t he deep-set ?’ 


“Robert R. Young, New York Central’s board chairman, may 
have felt the excitement. He bought two heifers, at $8,000 and 
$6,100, for a new herd which he plans for his Oakland Farm near 
Newport, Rhode Island.” 


The five sales mentioned grossed $849,035 on 251 head— 
an average of $3,382. These cattle went into 29 states, Canada 
and Argentina. 


Of significance was the demand for better bulls. The 42 
head offered brought $206,800, or $4,923 a round. 


Ten states dominated in the cattle buying. Texas lead 
with 36 head, followed by Virginia 27, Missouri with 21, and 
Others in the top 10 were Florida, 
York, South Carolina, Colorado, Georgia, and New

Looking Ahead in 55 


Old man Weather made a decided change in the 
picture as concerns the cattle industry over this 
Nation. During late February and early March 
rains fell on a vast area that has long been noted 
for cattle production, an area that has experi- 
encei a very severe drought condition for an ex- 
tended period of time, an area that can carry a 
fantastic number of cattle on a minimum of rain- 
fall. The cattle population of this area has been 
drastically reduced during past seasons.

Tue farm of Mr. and Mrs. Roger Bradley at King Ferry, New 
York, is a stock-farm in the true sense. 

Roger started his 4-H Club career in 1932 and 1934 exhibited the 
reserve grand champion steer, an Aberdeen-Angus, at the New York 
State Fair. Following his showing of the grand champion in 1938, he 
returned the following year with the reserve and in 1942 again ex- 
hibited the champion. 

His foundation animal for a purebred breeding herd was a ten- 
year-old cow with heifer calf at foot and re-bred which he purchased 
in 1938 from Cornell University. 

The Bradley farm has been owned by family members for nearly 
a century. The home was constructed to house many generations over 
the years and Roger and Esther, when making improvements, are 
building just as carefully. Whenever additional equipment is needed, 
time is taken to construct it properly. 

Over the years the barnyard could (and did) become a morass 
from melting snows or heavy rains. Permanent paving would care for 
the problem, but to do the job at one time would be too expensive. 
The work was planned as a long-time project and while still not com- 
pleted, much of the area has been covered and new strips are added 
each year. 

The electric water pump is housed in a small building, an exten- 
sion of which covers the outdoor watering trough. Water is also piped 
to drinking cups within the barn. In sheds where the doors are fre- 
quently opened, the water pipes are protected by an asbestos cover- 
ing, and further protected from extreme cold by electric heating cables.

Hay and pasture mixtures include alfal- 
fa, brome grass, and ladino clover, while 
corn, oats and wheat are the grains pro- 
duced—and that means plenty of bright, 
clean straw for bedding. 

Roger purchases part of his calf feeds 
and likes to have them packaged in fifty- 
pound multiwall paper sacks. He prefers 
this size package because of its ease of 
handling when carrying the feed to the calf 
pens, and because the paper protects the 
freshness and palatability of the feeds. He 
explained that he opens each sack carefully 
so that he may reuse it for calf rations he 
mixes on the farm from home-grown grains 
and thus insures their palatability, too. He 
believes also that he has less trouble with 
torn sacks when made of paper. 

There are 137 acres in the original farm 
but for the past few years an additional 
thirty acres have been rented, and recently 
92 acres were purchased. Other improve- 
ments include a farm pond stocked with 
perch and a white pine windbreak to give 
additional protection to the farmstead, in- 
cluding Esther’s colorful border of peren- 
nial flowers.

A strong demand for registered Angus 
bulls shows up in the first quarter sale re- 
port of the 1955 fiscal year, according to 
Frank Richards, secretary of the American 
Aberdeen-A ngus Breeders’ Association. 
From October through January, 2,558 pros- 
pective herd sires have sold at 212 public 
auctions for an average of $789.48. The 
average sale price for bulls ran $265 ahead 
of last year’s figures. 


Already in 1955 bull sales have totaled 
$2,019,480. Last year 6,982 bulls brought 
$3,658,788, averaging $524.03 per head. 

Although females are selling at slightly 
under their 1954 average, all of the regis- 
tered bulls and females sold during the past 
four-month period are bringing a stronger 
average than the totai number of cattle go- 
ing through public auctions in 1954. Last 
year 35,147 head of purebred Angus aver- 
aged $522.84. This year, up to the end of 
January, 13,017 head had averaged $545.90, 
and brought a total of $7,105,996. 

The 28,165 females selling last year aver- 
aged $522.19. In the first quarter of the

year, 10,459 sold, bringing a total of 
$5,186,516, for an average of $495.89.

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W uen asked recently how he accounted 
for his long continued popularity at the box 
office, a motion picture friend of mine, who 
is being mentioned for his third Oscar, 
made this reply, “I guess I have been around 
so long that the people have gotten used to 
me.” 

When I receive letters from people re- 
questing advice or information with regard 
to the cattle breeding business and when 
these requests are made by personal contact 
as they often are, I wonder if I am not in 
somewhat the same position as my friend 
with regard to my line, meaning that I 
have been associated with the purebred 
livestock business for so many years that 
people think I must know about all there is 
to know about it. And I only wish that

such a costly mistake, the founder of a herd 
will do well to study carefully the methods 
of successful breeders. After having made 
such a study it is advisable to select foun- 
dat@n animals from the herd which, in his 
opinion, has the best all around rating. 
And I do think it is advisable to make the 
selections, as nearly as possible, from one 
outstanding herd which has developed uni- 
formity and excellence in both type and 
conformation as the result of a long period 
of constructive breeding. 

Question number three: Is it best to start 
in what might be called a conspicuous way, 
involving heavy expenditures in foundation 
animals, an extensive advertising program 
through both the written word and show- 
yard campaigns, or would it be safer to

those who take this view were right. But 
unfortunately, they are not. Frankly, I feel 
that I still have a lot to learn and I do 
know that there are some things connected 
with the purebred livestock industry which 
I definitely have never been able to under- 
stand even though I have tried hard to find 
the answers to these enigmas. In this ar- 
ticle I shall mention some of them. 

Naturally, I feel complimented in having 
new beginners and even established breed- 
ers come to me for information and I am 
only too glad to comply with their requests 
to the best of my ability. However, I can 
not help but feel that even with my long 
experience in the business I am not always 
too sure that I am giving advice that will 
be helpful to them. 

If those who come to me for help were 
confined to the Aberdeen-Angus breed with 
which I have always worked, I would feel 
on safer ground in passing on information. 
But these friends are not limited to the 
Aberdeen-Angus breed. As an example, 
only a day or so ago a young man and his 
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Lifetime Breeder, Showman, Judge 


Question number one: What are some of 
the qualifications necessary for success as 
a purebred breeder? My answer—Of first 
importance are the personal qualifications 
of the aspirant to such a career. These in- 
clude patience and fortitude above the aver- 
age. A fair knowledge of genetics or at 
least the fundamental laws of inheritance, 
good judgment in assessing conformation 
and type. And above all, a natural love for 
animals and a keen interest in their welfare. 


On the physical side, it is important to 
be able to provide adequate facilities for 
handling a purebred herd. This does not 
necessarily mean expensive and pretentious 
buildings but some kind of practical ac- 
commodations in both housing, lots and 
pastures are important. A sufficient amount 
of the right kind of feed is vital to success- 
ful purebred livestock production. Varying 
climatic conditions should set the pattern 
for the extent and quality of the housing. 


Question number two: When one has def- 
initely decided to embark on a purebred 
breeding career, how should one go about 
selecting the foundation animals? My re- 
ply—The selection of the foundation an- 
imals is of paramount importance. The 
right kind of a start in the purebred busi- 
ness assures immediate progress toward 
the building of a successful herd. But the 
wrong kind of foundation animals will re- 
sult in disappointment and much valuable 
time will be lost in herd improvement. Fre- 
quently, one who starts with the wrong 
kind finds, after several years, that an en- 
tirely new beginning is desirable. To avoid 


start in a more modest way, avoiding the 
purchase of extremely high priced animals 
but being careful to get the right kind at 
the right price, advertise modestly and not 
be in too big a hurry to get into the show 
ring, particularly in a big way? My reply— 
As the young couple, about whom I am 
writing, had informed me at the outset that 
they were possessed of only moderate 
means, I did not hesitate to advice them to 
adopt the latter course. They would be on 
much safer ground to start out modestly 
and learn the business as their herd grew 
in importance. I told them that in my opin- 
ion only people of very substantial means 
should start their herds on the grandiose 
scale of paying spectacular prices for an- 
imals and indulging in extensive showing. 
The risks to one of moderate means were 
too great to warrant such an undertaking. 
If the new breeder is properly qualified he 
has a very good chance of attaining a prom- 
inent position in his breed and furthermore, 
there would be a lot more satisfaction in 
knowing that one had accomplished this 
feat by one’s own efforts. 

Question number four: How much em- 
phasis should be placed on family names 
and different strains within the breed? My 
answer was—In our breed the family name 
is taken from the female side of the pedi- 
gree whereas it is my understanding that 
the breed they expected to adopt did not 
stress family names but did place a great 
deal of emphasis on certain well known sire 
lines. There are, of course, some Angus 
breeders who follow this policy. I pointed 
out that there is a difference in purely fam- 
ily names and strains of breeding. A family 
name in a pedigree could be important. On 
the other hand, it could be practically mean- 
ingless. Any student of breeding would 
know why. 

A strain of breeding, in my interpreta-

No, I don’t think so. In fact, I know it doesn’t. I’ve heard 
some Angus breeders say that if all of a bull’s ancestors were 
top cattle and if he’s mated to a good cow, all of whose ances- 
tors were top cattle, then why shouldn’t the offspring be top 


cattle? There are several reasons: 


1. Let’s suppose each bull and cow in the pedigree produced 
some poor offspring which were ignored or discarded. Then 
your breeding bull may by chance be carrying many of the 
genes you don’t want in recessive form. If you mate him to 
a good cow that also has some of those “bad” genes then you 
may get some pretty poor offspring from some champion 


parents. Also you may get some top offspring.

Then you have “nickability”. Maybe the champion bull 


“nicks well” with your cows and maybe he doesn’t. 


3. “Over-dominance.” Perhaps your champion bull was pro- 
duced as a result of over-dominance and was far superior to 
what he had a right to be. Perhaps his offspring will revert 
back to some of the “poor relations” in the family tree. 


4. Perhaps your bull is the result of an out-cross mating and 
his genes sort of break out in all directions when you mate 


him to your good cows. 


Therefore I’d say “sample” as many bulls as you can of 
good pedigrees. When you get a bull that gives you uniform 
good offspring, hang on to him. Mate him to some of your good 
cows that seem to produce good calves no matter what bull you 
mate them to. Try to steer clear of the bull that gives you one 
champion and ten “dogs.” His sons and daughters probably 


won’t breed true. 


While inbred bulls probably won’t turn out to be show bulls 
they are more likely te produce uniformly good offspring and 
they are highly valuable for crossing onto other strains of cattle 
to get show cattle and, more important, good market steers. 


I think it’s important to progeny test as many well bred 


bulls from good breeders as you can.

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More feed wheat at lower prices? It 
looks like a good bet that USDA and/or 
the Congress will take action this year to 
move more wheat into meat animals. Wheat 
surpluses are now giving officials more 
trouble than any single commodity problem. 

Supply held by the government alone is 
worth upwards of $2 billion! Growers, due 
to get lower wheat prices this year, see 
every sign of further reduction next year. 
Neither officials nor lawmakers like that 
prospect. It won’t be good politics in an 
election year. 

If Congress and the Agriculture Depart- 
ment take actions that were being studied 
as we went to press, you may find it paying 
off to feed more wheat in future months. 
It looked like a better than 50-50 bet that 
the lawmakers would pass a bill to take 
controls off wheat that is fed on the farm 
where it is produced. 

What such legislation would do to corn 
worrying some officials. Many corn 
growers, for instance, might grow more 
wheat for feed, and put their corn under 
loan—in this case the government could be- 
com> as weighted down by corn holdings 
1s it is now by wheat stocks. 

To help cut back the wheat surplus, Agri- 
culture Secretary Benson has called upon 
his “brain trust’—the National Agricul- 
tural Advisory Commission, made up of 
farm experts from various parts of the 
country. The Commission has been asked by 
Benson to try and find “sound methods of 
expanding the use of wheat for feed;” to 
study the question of premium prices for 
high-grade wheat; to whether 
wheat should be price-supported on a per- 
bushel basis instead of on an acreage basis 
as is now done.

Here are some bills of importance to cat- 
tle producers that were being considered on 
Capitol Hill at press time, together with 
this correspondent’s estimate of their 
chances for final passage: 

(1) Price supports for wheat, corn, 
small grains probably will be kept flexible. 
The fight in Congress to return to “rigid” 
90% price will continue to be noisy, but is 
not likely to succeed. The big price-support 
battle will come next year when supports 
are due to drop some more, under terms of 
present law. 

(2) There has been talk that Congress 
might pass a law giving President Eisen- 


hower “standby” powers to control all

prices. Chances now appear to be against 
this. In case of war, however, Congress 
would act quickly to give Ike all the author- 
ity he needs to control the economy. 

(3) The military draft may be continued 
pretty much as in the recent past. The 
House already had passed, at press time, a 
bill to extend until July 1, 1959, the govern- 
ment’s right to induct young men into the 
armed forces. 

(4) A bill to transfer wheat inspection 
and seizure powers from the Food & Drug 
Administration to the Agriculture Depart- 
ment has little chance for passage. Purpose 
of this legislation is to blunt the govern- 
ment’s program to keep dirty and damaged 
wheat from going into food products. Its 
passage probably would give farmers a 
black eye with consumers. 

(5) Legislation is being pushed by Ike 
(and most Democrats) to allow reduction 
of certain tariffs against imports, and to 
extend the reciprocal trade act for three 
more years. This bill is encountering stiffer 
opposition than expected, although it is 
favored by major farm organizations in- 
cluding the Farm Bureau. Chances for final 
passage look to be about 50-50. 


New international troubles have aroused 
the usual guessing game in Washington as 
to what would happen to the cattle business 
in case of war. If it were world-wide, atomic 
war, what happened to any industry prob- 
ably would be of little consequence, accord- 
ing to those who know the far-reaching ef- 
fects of the hydrogen bomb. Nobody, any- 
where, would be safe. The problem would 
be maintenance of life itself for fighting 
man and civilian alike. 

But what about another so-called limited 
war like Korea? It cannot be argued, either, 
that this would help anybody in the long 
run, There might be short-term economic 
results which would have a glittering at- 
traction. As was the case after the Korean 
fighting broke out, farm prices probably 
would rise faster and higher than others, 
say economists here. Demand would be 
strong, and returns could outrun production 
costs, at least for awhile. But there are a 
few factors that are less pleasant to think 
about. 

There probably would be strict economic 
controls over prices, rents, wages. Feed, 
now in large supply, could soon disappear. 


Excess demand for crops important in war- 
time would further erode the soil. Wartime 
needs would put the production pattern out 
of kilter; and probabiy retard the trend to- 
ward more grassland and livestock. 

Then, after the fighting, ranchers and 
farmers would be up against the same fun- 
damental question that has been giving 
them so much trouble since Korea: How do 
you readjust to peacetime without losing 
your shirt? For farm prices tend to fall 
faster and lower after a crisis, just the re- 
verse of what happens during an emergency. 


There is a fly-killer on the way to com- 
merical production that looks as though it 
may be the answer to the need for another 
DDT (to which flies have become largely 
immune). This time it is a chemical called 
DDVP which was discovered accidently by 
federal public health researchers. 

Experiments indicate that DDVP—which 
is expected to get to market about next 
fall—is many times more lethal than DDT. 
Almost complete control is possible with the 
new chemical, it is reported. It will need to 
be applied properly, say the scientists, but 
won't be more dangerous to human beings 
and animals than many other chemicals. 


Latest figures testify once again to the 
sound ground on which the cattle business 
is built: More people are eating more meat, 
especially beef. 

U. S. population is gaining at the rate of 
about 114% per year at the same time that 
people’s appetite for beef goes up. Meat 
supply this year, including poultry, will av- 
erage out about the same as last year, in 
terms of the amount per person, say the 
USDA statisticians. It breaks down like 
this: There is expected to be somewhat less 
of beef and lamb, a bit more pork, and 
about the same quantity of poultry per per- 
son in the country. 


Benson & Co. appear to be headed into 
hot water again on Capito] Hill. The slash 
suggested by the Secretary in conservation 
funds for next fiscal year apparently does 
not rest well with most farm-area law- 
makers. Independent observers here are 
predicting that Congress will restore the 
approximate $2 million cut in Soil Conser-

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N orewortuy February features in 
livestock involved $1.00 to 3.00 declines in 
high-good to prime steers and heifers, new 
low prices in nine years in hogs but the 
highest trade of the winter season for fed 
lambs and yearling wethers. 

Utility to average-good steers didn’t 
change so much, although the heifer seg- 
ment falling in above grades frequently ran 
into trouble. A fluctuating cow trade 
fared rather well on the whole, both local 
and national slaughter of cows and warmed 
up heifers remaining high. 

That prime top steers fell away from 
their erstwhile high estate was due to de- 
clines in prime carcasses and cuts which in 
turn was due in part to quality deterioration 
incident to the season. Strictly prime steers 
simply ran out, that is all. Marked declines 
in the wholesale dressed trade hit the choice 
grade hardest, ribs and loins finally reach- 
ing a low point $10.00 to 15.00 per cwt. 
under the early winter high. This cooked 
the goose for “counterfeits” that had been 
selling well above $30.00 simply because 
shippers were paying $36.00, even $36.50 
for definitely prime offerings. The late 
February top for best finish-handy steers 
available was $34.25, but probably $35.00 
was quotable—for a while at least. 

This adjustment downward in fat cattle 
had been expected, only more so. What 
really confounded the “experts” was a hog 
market seemingly without bottom. Top fell 
below $17.00 and the average price to $15.50 
to give the corn-hog ration a very ragged 
look and send the trade scurrying to learn 
what on earth had happened to normal pork 
consumption. 

Beef and lamb were moving, more slowly 
and unevenly, of course, but lowest retail 
prices in years failed to stimulate a groggy 
pork trade. Thus the bogey that so much 
low-priced pork would undermine the beef 
trade disappeared, temporarily at least. 
Many chalked this up to widespread weight 
reduction warnings to the populace in gen- 
eral over and above voluntarily imposed 
slenderizing diets by many women folk. In 
this development, one trade factor was that 
meat types continued to bring a substantial 
enough premium to suggest that the future 
breeding trend will be toward muscle hogs. 
And this despite whatever findings are dis- 
closed later regarding the subnormal move- 
ment of pork at lowest prices since World 
War II. 

As March winds threatened to blow as 
usual, a new crop of fat cattle had taken 
over the markets almost completely. Mixed 
choice and prime were bringing $29.00 to

33.00, these scaling 1,000 to 1,350 pounds. 
The contingent grading choice brought 
$24.50 to 28.00, in this price spread being 
more Nebraskas and Colorados than usual 
in that offerings from these areas continued 
to cover up the West Coast origin of a good 
many cattle that could do better after a long 
haul eastward than locally. This is tanta- 
mount to saying that California markets, 
while slightly improved over last fall, are 
still of no benefit in draining Intermountain 
feedlots, and that Chicago and the river 
still have to find rail room for that many 
more carcasses. Grass cattle finishers in 
the far west do not appear to be very hope- 
ful, some California ranchers contracting 
steers at $22.00-to killers, not finishers. 
Good and choice steers at Chicago were 
bringing $19.50 to 24.00, and not doing any 
too much financial good for finishers who, 
in fact, could not be too happy about re- 
turns from any cattle selling at $25.00 
downward. Especially shortfed heavies 
which had the habit of dipping toward the 
low end of the above price spread. Very 
few heifers, meanwhile, were selling above 
$25.00, good and choice at $18.50 to 24.00 
suggesting that about the best price finish- 
ers with utility and commercial kinds could 
expect was $15.00 to 18.00. Many more 
common heifers were running than “cheap” 
steers. Wholesale markets quoting cow 
beef hardly ever sang the blues, and fat 
cows at Chicago zigzagged along at $11.50 
to 14.00. 

Hence late winter markets indicated that 
the seasonal beef supply normally devoid 
of high quality was moving whether pork 
was or not. So was lamb, eastern shippers 
having to go farther west all the while as 
Colorado became the chief source of supply. 
Most fed cattle were well paying their way 
except on occasions, whereupon runs were 
promptly curtailed, a circumstance which 
resulted in a comparatively smaller monthly 
tonnage than a year earlier. In fact, since 
last August there has been a let down. The 
only rift in this lute is that while cattle mar- 
ketings in February, in truth, during the 
first two months this year, have been slight- 
ly smaller than a year earlier, there were 


5,816,000 head, or 8 per cent more cattle on 
feed Jan. 1 than a year earlier. The Corn 
Belt was estimated to have 4,205,000 head, 
or 4 per cent more than 1954. February re- 
placement buying has been smaller than 
corresponding month last year, but during 
January this year nine big feeding states 
took on 294,000 head of stockers and feeders 
compared with 206,000 head a year earlier. 


Necessarily then it is contended that kiiler 
marketings so far this year have not kept 
step with the increased supply of cattle on 
feed, and that there may be trouble ahead 
when a lot of cattle, kept away from mar- 
ket centers as typical shortfeds this winter, 
and pointed for April and May, begin to 
roll. Then, it is contended, finishers will 
learn whether such prime steers as are now 
sparingly quotable to $35.00 are worth much 
more than $30.00. Maybe not that much it 
is being argued, for a host of finished year- 
lings put in as calves will be at hand be- 
fore June. Then prime loins wholesaling 
shortly before the Ides of March at $100.00 
to 106.00 compared with $88.00 to 92.00 a 
year earlier will be put to a test as will 
prime ribs at $80.00 to 83.00 in contrast 
with $60.00 to 63.00 twelve months earlier. 
So will choice ribs and loins, currently $8.00 
to 16.00 over last year this time, face a 
strain. But what will happen in rounds, 
chucks and rough meat such as have been 
and still are almost in line with prices in 
vogue during early 1954? Some big city 
chain stores were selling choice grade pot 
roasts as low as 39¢ late in February 
this year when consumers were being coaxed 
to buy many pork cuts at 39¢, shank portion 
of smoked hams at 33¢ and four to six 
pound pork loin ends at 25 to 29¢. 

Any such pre-Lenten price marks haven’t 
been matched in years. Consumers had 
their choice, and beef evidently led, prob- 
ably another feather or two for widespread 
promotional efforts which may blossom this 
spring into a national council. There were 
few signs that old crop butcher hogs with 
weight had touched low during the final 
week in February, and eastern and southern 
trade centers presented so many new crop- 
pers that predominance of fall shoats loom-

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Your Veterinarian says... 


Cuds for Calves 
Owners frequently ask for some kind of 
medicine to give calves that aren’t doing 
just right. Most of these animals eat well, 
and aren’t really sick, but they are a bit 
pot-bellied and rough and lighter than they 
should be for their age. Whole pens of 
calves may show such symptoms, but it 
generally happens that only one or two of 
a bunch are affected. Vague symptoms of 
this kind may be due to faulty feeding or 
heavy infestation with stomach worms and 
other iaternal parasites. They may also be 
caused by affliction with cancer that has 
spread throughout the body or be an in- 
dication of badly damaged lungs that were 
left by an earlier attack of pneumonia. 
However, the commonest cause is a lack of 
the right kind of bacteria in the stomach. 


Under normal conditions calves are inoc- 
ulated with these organisms while running 
with their dams. Bacteria-laden saliva from 
the older animals drips on feed or into wa- 
ter and is eventually swallowed by the 
calves. Once started in the stomach, these 
bacteria grow and multiply much on the 
order of yeast that is added to bread dough. 
They are highly important in the life of 
cattle, since a great deal of bovine diges- 
tion is accomplished by fermentation and 
other bacterial action which breaks down 
the cellulose of fibrous feeds. As might be 
expected, a lack of them can: keep calves 
from doing well. Such a deficiency is nat- 
urally invited by the early separation of 
calves and their dams which is often a 
recommended part of good management, 
especially on dairy farms. The necessary 
bacteria can be supplied in such cases by 
“stealing” cuds from healthy cows and giv- 
ing them to the calves so they are helped 
to develop efficient digestive processes. It 
isn’t much of a job and many owners fol- 
low the practice routinely on all calves as 
soon as they are a week or 10 days old. 


A cow that is chewing her cud is ap- 
proached from the right side, the left knee 
is placed under her jaw, and the left arm 
is laid across her muzzle so the fingers 
grasp her upper lip just in front of the 
corner of the mouth. If done quietly, the 
cow will stop chewing the cud, but won’t 
swallow it. An enlargement will show which 
cheek is carrying the cud, and it will be 
found outside the back teeth of the lower 
jaw at that point. Using the fingers of the 
left hand to open the mouth and prevent 
biting, the right hand can be inserted in 
the mouth to remove the cud. This proce- 
dure may be reversed if the owner happens 
’ to be left handed. 

The same steps are followed when stolen 
cuds are given to calves, but for the sake 
of convenience it may be well to stanchion 
the calf or back it into a corner while the

When deposited there, the pieces will be au- 
tomatically swallowed by reflex action of 
the throat muscles, Such inoculation can be 
repeated several times within a period of 
about two weeks. 


It must be understood that transplanting 
cuds in this manner won’t help all calves, 
and owners mustn’t expect miracles from 
the procedure. It will never serve as a sub- 
stitute for proper feeding and good man- 
agement practices in regard to housing and 
parasite control. However, it will often do 
a lot of good, especially in cases where 
calves have been sick and given large

Beef producers from 29 New York coun- 
ties, three neighboring states, and one 
Canadian Province spent a busy week at 
Cornell University the week of January 24 
participating in the fourth annual Beef Cat- 
tlemen’s Short Course. The sessions opened 
at noon on Monday and closed Friday after- 
noon with the awarding of certificates to 64 
who completed the week-long course. 

The program dealt with basic and prac- 
tical information useful to both purebred 
breeders and commercial producers, Every- 
one had an opportunity to learn by “doing” 
and participate in all discussions. Topics in- 
cluded setting up the beef enterprise; feed 
production; breeding, feeding and manage- 
ment programs; housing and equipment; 
health and parasite control; selection and 
appraisal of breeding stock; grading of 
feeder and slaughter cattle; registering, 
transferring and record keeping; fitting and 
preparation of cattle for shows and sales; 
and other items of interest to beef pro- 
ducers. 

The Short Course was sponsored by the 
Department of Animal Husbandry of Cor- 
nell University in cooperation with the 
State Beef Breed Associations. In addition 
to staff members from the University, in- 
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American Aberdeen-Angus Breeders’ Association, tells 


structors included breed association rep- 
resentatives, market men and_ livestock 
breeders. Aberdeen-Angus representatives 
included: James V. Coyner, field representa- 
tive of the American Aberdeen-Angus 
Breeders’ Association and Jacob Frederick- 
sen, Stanley, Vice-President of the North- 
eastern Aberdeen-Angus Breeders’ Asso- 
ciation.

during the whole of the sale and the in- 
tense animation of the bidding. From time 
to time within a few minutes—and the an- 
imals were sold at the usual Macdonald 
Fraser rate of about one-a-minute—three or 
four four-figure prices would be got, often 
by breeders who had not hitherto been very 
lucky in this respect. The sale in fact em- 
phasized one of the great features of the 
Aberdeen-Angus trade in the British Isles, 
which is that all breeders, whether they 
have small herds or large ones and whether 
they are breeding fashionable animals or 
merely commercial bulls, participate in the 
good things when good things are going. 
Not a single bull sold at under 100 gns. 
($293.00). This in itself is both a record and 
a portent. Mr. J. E. Kerr of Harviestoun, 
who is now one of the veterans of the breed, 
having started to register his cattle in the 
Herd Book in 1898, remarked that he re- 
membered his first sale at Perth when the 
top price was the very high one then of 350 
gns. and the average was 37 gns. That 
such a revelation could occur in a lifetime is 
proof positive of the virtues of the breed. 

The judge for bulls was Dr. Carlos Guer- 
rero, President of the Corporation Argen- 
tina de Aberdeen-Angus, who judged once 
before along with colleagues in 1948 but 
who, on this occasion, was the first over- 
seas judge to do the work alone. The judge 
for females was Sir Alfred Goodson, Bart. 

The only American trophy competed for 
at the sale, the DOWNSBRAGH CUP for 
the Best Five Animals by One Sire, was 
won by Major A. M. Dixon, whose herds- 
man also was the herdsman with the most 
points on the days’ showing. 

The championship was won for the first 
time in his career by a breeder who, al- 
though he has been competing for quite a 
long time, is still in his very early forties, 
Mr. R. M. Adam of Newhouse of Glamis, 
Angus. The calf that won the championship 
for him was Newhouse Paramount, calved 
6th January, 1954, by Esperanza of Canda- 
craig, a bull which went to the Argentine 
in the autumn of last year after being three 
seasons in the Newhouse herd. The dam of 
the champion is a Pride of Aberdeen de- 
scended through the branch of the family 
that is still to be got in the Braevail herd 
near Nairn. This bull made 11,500 gns. to 
Sir William Rootes.

Other purchases for the United States in- 
cluded Messrs. F. & C. Elliot’s second prize 
junior heifer, Inez of Nisbethill, 330 gns.; 
Messrs. J. S. & D. G. Grant’s Westmarie of 
Skillymarno, a January heifer at 215 gns.; 
and Messrs. D. Farmer & Sons’ Euxin of 
Nydie, a 15-month-old heifer, at 250 gns. 

It may be interesting to breeders of Ab- 
erdeen-Angus cattle in North America to 
know that the advance in the average at 
Perth of between 30% and 40% is, at the 
time of writing, borne out by the average 3 
at the other big sales of Aberdeen-Angus 
cattle in Scotland. Perhaps this distinct im- 
provement in the market may be a good 
omen for the breed in North America after 
the recent recession.

tion of the meaning, represents a particular 
line which has been developed and con- 
structively improved over a period of years 
by capable, painstaking breeders and there- 
fore is of no little importance in a pedigree.

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tle regardless of the breed. The purpose of 
the purebred beef industry is to improve 
the general run of commercial beef animals 
of the country. One should always keep in 
mind that the ultimate end of the business 
is its commercial aspect. Recognizing this, 
one should learn what kind of an animal is 
giving the best results for the commercial 
producer which naturally would also mean 
the best results for the processor. As nearly 
as I can ascertain, the following character- 
istics are most desirable in such an animal. 
Proper size, neither the fine boned pony 
type nor the extremely large coarse animal 
is wanted. Lowsetness is desirable if not 
carried to extremes. Thickness of natural 
fleshing is very important as are a good 
loin and good quarters. Early maturity and 
good feeding qualities are necessary for the 
best results as well as a quiet disposition. 
These are the fundamentals of a beef an- 
imal in general. Each breed, of course, has 
its own individual characteristics which dis- 
tinguish it as a distinct breed. And it is 
upon these individual breed qualities that 
we base our personal preferences. 


I have only touched upon the questions I 
was asked by this young couple and I am 
constantly being asked by others. But I do 
not feel it is necessary to elaborate further. 
I do not want to close this article, however, 
without mentioning some of the things 
about our business that I have never been 
able to comprehend to my own satisfaction. 


Number one: Why do so many people en- 
gage in the purebred breeding business 
without first making a careful study of the 
value of different methods, different lines 
of breeding, etc. Number two: Why are 
people of apparently sound judgment in 
other ways influenced to pay spectacular 
prices for animals simply because they car- 
ry a certain family name which is supposed 
to be rare but which in reality has nothing 
back of it but propoganda. Number three: 
Why do people sit at an auction ringside 
and see a tried sire in his prime, of ap- 
proved bloodlines and conformation, sell for 
a song and in the same auction buy an un- 
tried calf for an extremely high price, I 
must admit that this is a question that 
could be answered by the admission that 
most people are of a speculative nature and 
that they are placing their bet on the calf’s 
potential value being greater than that of 
the older animal. By the same token, how 
many times have we seen, in the sale ring, 
a cow with a several months old heifer calf, 
separated before they are sold and the calf 
bringing considerably more than the mother 
which produced it although she is still a 
young cow and probably well along with 
calf again? 

I presume that some of my readers will 
wonder if I could not have converted the 
young people in question to our own breed. 
Answering this, I am glad to say I think 
there is a good pos “ibility that I may have 
done so, although it is against my policy 
to use pressure in such instances.

ed as the next important 30-60 day develop- 
ment in the hog trade. 
There have been complaints from Corn 


Belt hog growers about the unsatisfactory ° 


near-10-1 corn-hog ratio, these along with 
enough piggy sows unloaded to suggest that 
hog production more nearly faces reduction 
this fall and next year than expansion, ex- 
cept for a higher percentage of meat types. 
Over-held butchers, many scaling over 300 
Ibs., held the late winter market down so 
long that the new crop became so extensive- 
ly at hand as to forestall anything like a 
normal spring advance. This appears es- 
pecially likely in view of a dullard pork 
market even though the average price of 
hogs is between eight and nine dollars below 
the average cost of a winter mixture of 
commercial to average-choice steers, and 
approximately $7.00 below the average price 
of winter fed late lambs. 

Cattlemen can hardly fail to gather opti- 
mism from any and all such price compari- 
sons, a sobering sidelight in this connection, 
however, being that while the average price 
of beef steers in early March stood nearly 
$2.50 below the holidays, the eight market 
replacement average price figured a dollar 
or more higher. And that during January 
and February, Mexican imports, mainly 
feeders, had been much larger than prev- 
iously estimated. Another estimate that 
blew up involved the total number of cattle 
on farms and ranches Jan. 1—there were 
more, the government says, instead of few- 
er.

200-pound hogs were fed out for market. 
The plan calls for three gilts or sows to 
farrow twice each year. This additional live- 
stock enterprise gives diversification and 
has added greatly to the farm income dur- 
ing the past two years. 

Pastures Rotated 

Hay is harvested with a pick-up baler 
and four wagons keep it moving steadily 
to the barns on hay days. Pastures are ro- 
tated and clipped regularly to insure good 
pasture for the cattle to harvest through- 
out the entire season. Inasmuch as all of 
the farm may be tilled, pastures are includ- 
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ed in the regular crop rotation. 

The purebred Aberdeen-Angus herd now 
numbers seventeen brood cows, six year- 
ling heifers, ten heifer calves, and four bull 
calves. The sire in use is Eileenmere B. D. 
91st. With the newly acquired land, this 
herd will be increased and become the prin- 
cipal farm enterprise. 

In addition to the beef herd, twenty-five 
purebred Ayrshires are maintained. Nine- 
teen are in production of which sixteen are 
home-bred. They have earned a Construc- 
tive Breeder Award and average produc- 
tion last year was 9,860 pounds of milk and 
420 pounds of butterfat. 

Livestock Judge 

Roger was a member of the State 4-H 
Livestock Judging Team in 1938 and the 
Cornell Livestock Judging Team in 1941. 
The following year he won the Thomas E. 
Wilson award for 4-H Club Livestock work. 
Although it is twelve years since gradu- 
ating from 4-H Club work, Roger maintains 
his interest and makes good calves avail- 
able to present members. He also feeds out 
some steers for the state shows. 

He is the interested and active chairman 
of the Cayuga County Livestock Commodity 
Committee, a member of the County Dairy 
Commodity Committee, a member of the 
College of Agriculture Animal Husbandry 
Advisory Council, on the Board of Direc- 
tors of the Northeastern Aberdeen-Angus 
Association, and a member of the Ayrshire 
Breeders Association. 

Roger is typical of the many young 
farmers, who through 4-H Club training, 
developed an interest in quality livestock 
and learned the value of cooperating in as- 
sociation and community activities.

AUREOMYCIN MAY SOLVE 
BEEF LIVER PROBLEM 

Science may have solved the costly prob- 
lem of abcessed beef cattle livers that have 
to be thrown away at packing houses. 

The antibiotic, aureomycin, seems to have 
helped the situation in Nebraska experi- 
ments, according to William J. Van Arsdell, 
a researcher in animal husbandry at Mich- 
igan State. Tablets were fed every day for 
the first 12 weeks of the calves’ lives. 

When 10 animals of a lot were slaugh- 
tered—when they reached 1,000 pounds— 
all of the livers passed inspection. But only 
two of the 10 animals in another lot had 
usable livers. These cattle had received the 
same ration but without the antibiotic. 

In several previous feeding experiments 
with steers where no antibiotics were fed, 
about 75 per cent of the livers were found 
to be abscessed. And those livers not ab- 
scessed showed scar tissue.

year. Since then I have known what defeat 
is and again experienced other champion 
placings. 

“I have six heifers of my own now with 
my own herd sire. All have been tested for 
Bangs and T. B. and are clean. During my 
six years in 4-H, I have fitted and shown 
59 Angus animals. My future plans are to 
go to Purdue University and take Animal 
Husbandry to better myself in selecting 
and caring for my future Angus life. 

“Our senior herd sire is Bardolier C. M., 
a son of Purdue’s senior herd bull. Our 
latest addition is Eileenmere J. T. 4th, son 
of Eileenmere 1100th, the bull who is siring 
so many outstanding calves for the Tolans. 


“To house the cows calving in bad weath- 
er, we built three sided shelters 12 x 12 
bedding them down with corn cobs. The 
houses, being double, handle 5 cows at a 
time. We have four of these. The baby 
calves are put on a creep as soon as they 
are able to eat. At weaning time, the better 
calves are sorted out for my brother and 
I for our 4-H calves. Our 4-H calves have 
pens in the barn 13 x 40 which are bedded 
down daily with straw.” 

The above few paragraphs, taken from 
Pat’s story, briefly sums up her active 
career in 4-H work. However, the article, 
devoted to livestock work, does not mention 


her numerous activities in other 4-H Club 
projects such as baking, clothing, food prep- 
aration and presentation, home improve- 
ment, corn, rabbits, hogs, poultry and gar- 
den. She has also held numerous offices 
within the 4-H Club having performed such 
duties as junior leader, reporter, secretary, 
treasurer and vice-president. An excellent 
record for Pat and a tough mark for young- 
er brother Butch to shoot at in his 4-H 
competition. 

Pat’s father, Charles Meade, started in 
the cattle business with commercials in 1935 
and purchased the first purebred foundation 
females of the herd from Purdue University 
in 1945. The herd sire at Meade’s is also 
Purdue bred, being a son of Raona’s Bardo- 
lier 6th. From a herd of some forty com- 
mercials the unit has developed into 47 reg- 
istered females with only 15 remaining 
commercial cows. The farm is located just 
south of Deer Creek, Ind., on highway 29.

produce all feeds needed on the ranch uti- 
lizing grassland irrigated pastures of al- 
falfa, mixed hay and grass silage with 
grazing pastures also in brome, orchard 
grass and intermediate wheat. The herd 
housing program of buildings and sheds is 
just being started and when finished will 
include the latest in modern facilities. 

Although Lloyd and his family are living 
on a small farm near Berwyn, Pennsylvania, 
they are able to spend their summers on 
the ranch with Lloyd visiting the operation 
regularly throughout the year. The Rudds 
have two boys and three girls. The Berwyn 
farm is just a mile or so from famed Valley 
Forge where Lloyd plans to keep a small 
herd of just a few head. 

As a whole, the Haystack operation has 
been well founded with the right kind of 
cattle and is being handled by top men who 
intend to make Haystack a name to remem- 
ber in Angus breeding.

coupled, good quartered and exceedingly 
close to the ground. 

The Volkmanns are now in their new 
home, having moved in just before Christ- 
mas. The house is built on the foundation 
of the beautiful place that was totally de- 
stroyed by fire a year ago. It was in this 
new home that we wound up after our tour 
of the commercial establishment and when 
we arrived there Willie was up to her ears 
in her “pet project”, 4-H club work, The 
club has 50 members and meets at the 
Haciendaa twice weekly, regardless of 
whether Willie is at home or not. 

The Volkmann’s daughter, Janelee, is a 
member of this club and her latest achieve- 
ment was the winning of the Mrs. Fowler 
McCormick trophy for the best Arizona 
bred Angus heifer shown at the 1955 Ari- 
zona National Livestock Show held in Phoe- 
nix in January. It was the second year in 
succession that Janelee has taken the 
trophy. 

Again, during 1954 at the California 
State Fair the Volkmanns received the 
award for Premium Exhibitor, having taken 
the same award in 1948, 1950, 1951, 1952 
and 1953. 

Willie Volkmann has just wound up her 
term as president of the National Women’s 
Auxiliary of the Angus Association and 
Bill has served as a director of the National 
Association. 


PALOMAR ANGUS RANCH ... The 
ruggedly beautiful and fertile Pauma Valley 
of the San Luis Rey river has much to offer 
in the way of natural beauty and attractive- 
ness, plus some great Angus cattle. 

Nestled deep in this valley and only 18 
miles from the world-famed observatory of 
the same name, lies the Palomar Angus 
Ranch, Pala, California, a spread of around 
1,000 acres, located 115 miles south of Los 
Angeles and 45 miles north of San Diego 
and owned by Mr. and Mrs. H. N. “Nor” 
Berger. Mr. Berger is west coast savings 
and loan official, building contractor and 
subdivider, and now an Angus breeder. 

While the Berger name is comparatively 
new to the Angus business, it is not un- 
known to farming circles. Previously Berger 
operated a farm sans cattle, but in May, 
1950 he acquired the Palomar place, buying 
the Angus herd that was already establish- 
ed there as well as the more than 1,200 acres 
that was given over to pastures, grain and 
hay fields and improvements. He came into 
the Angus business with the intentions of 
building up to a high quality herd and he 
has spared no money in bringing his aims 
closer as he has spent well over $100,000 
in obtaining bulls and females that will 
and have pulled up the Palomar herd to an 
enviable position in the west. 

He is not through yet and is still seeking 
the better bulls and females that will make

for a still better Palomar herd. Only last 
April Palomar held its first production sale 
and a total of 58 head of females averaged 
$825, one of the good Angus averages on 
the coast in 1954. The demand for the Palo- 
mar females was extremely strong and it 
is no secret that the sale was considerably 
better than had been expected of a “first 
production sale” in comparatively new An- 
gus country. 

Plans are to maintain a high grade herd 
of females and bulls, the probable number 
of brood cows being held to around 100 head 
for some time. Among the herd sires at 
Palomar are three sons of Homeplace Ei- 
leenmere 999th 35, but plans were dealt a 
severe blow late in 1954 when Palomar’s 
great young show bull, another son of 
“999th 35”, died suddenly. 

To be as self-sufficient as is possible is 
the plan of Berger and his three top hands 
at Palomar, and at the moment the ranch 
produces all of the grains and grasses need- 
ed for the herd. A total of 250 acres is un- 
der irrigation and in 1954 Palomar went 
into the winter feeding season with around 
1,000 tons of fine hay, several stacks of 
baled hay measuring 100 feet long by 20 
feet high. Plenty of hay will be left by the 
time the new grass is reaady for pasturing 
again. 

Berger, with the help of his farm fore- 
man, C. J. Good, is trying something new, 
so far as Palomar is concerned, as they 
have had 300 acres of the place planted to 
winter pasture, Dale Butler pasture mix 
being used and fertilization involved the ap- 
plication of 400 pounds of commercial fer- 
tilizer per acre. 

Another of the desirable features of 
Palomar is abundant supply of water. An- 
nual rainfall in that part of the Pauma 
Valley averages between 16 and 18 inches, 
but most of this falls in the three month 
period December through February and for 
the remaining nine months of the year it is 
necessary to resort to irrigation. The ranch 
is located at 900 feet above the sea-level 
and the static water level on the ranch is 
only 19 feet, the wells being drilled to a 
depth of 160 feet. Thus it may be seen that 
a plentiful supply of water is easily main- 
tained during the drier season and each well 
is capable of delivering 1,250 gallons of 
water per minute. 

As is the case with so many of the large 
and beautiful ranches in the West, Palomar 
has an historical and romantic background, 
for it was here that the famous author 
Peter B. Kynex lived in an adobe house 
while writing some of his “best sellers” of 
another era. One of his books was called 
“Pride of Palomar”. Movie actor John 
Wayne owned the place a few years ago 
and it was he who built the twin ranch 
homes seen on the original place. 

Nor and Frances Berger are deeply in- 
terested in their Angus herd, but because 
of the press of business are unable to spend 
as much time at the ranch as they would

‘Eight states each processed more than a 
billion pounds of dressed meat during 1954, 
the American Meat Institute reports in a 
special study based on U. S. Department of 
Agriculture figures. The eight states pro- 
duced about 54 per cent of the nation’s 
meat. 


Iowa, boosting its production 1 per cent 
to a new high of 2,696,772,000 pounds, con- 
tinued as the nation’s No. 1 meat processing 
state. Neighboring Illinois retained its hold 
on the runner-up spot with a total produc- 
tion of 2,191,054,000 pounds. 


California accounted for 1,663,084,000 
pounds, while Minnesota processed 1,596,- 
669,000 pounds, Nebraska  1,442,938,000 
pounds, Texas 1,232,884,000 pounds, Ohio 
1,123,208,000 pounds, and Missouri 1,025,- 
319,000 pounds. 


California continued as the No. 1 beef 
processing state with 1,225,919,000 pounds, 
with Illinois second and Iowa third. Cali- 
fornia was also tops in lamb processing 
with 103,851,000 pounds and was followed 
by Iowa and Nebraska in that order. 


Iowa held its commanding position as the 
leading pork producing state with an out- 
put of 1,578,551,000 pounds last year with 
Illinois a distant second and Minnesota 
third. lowa was the only state in the “over 
a billion” class that processed more pork 
than beef. 


In veal, Texas ranked first with 284,- 
226,000 pounds, while Illinois and Wiscon- 
sin followed in that order.

bull that put Broadview and Le Baron on the 
Angus map.

Questions and Answers About .... 


ADDING STILBESTROL 

TO FEEDS FOR 

GROWING AND FATTENING 
BEEF CATTLE 


WARNING 
Chemically pure diethylstilbestro] should never 
be fed directly to cattle. Feed stilbestrol only 
when properly ircorporated in approved cattle 
feeds. Follow printed feeding instructions. 


1. What is stilbestrol? 

Stilbestrol is a synethic estrogenic chem- 
ical which has been manufactured commer- 
cially as a white powder for 15 or 20 years. 
It is sometimes called diethylstilbestrol. 
This chemical can produce many of the 
physiological effects produced by the nat- 
ural estrogen estradiol, which is secreted by 
certain tissues in the animal body. During 
the past several years stilbestrol has been 
used in human and veterinary medicine 
mostly as a therapeutic agent for disorders 
involving the reproductive organs. More re- 
cently stilbestrol] has been used to some 
extent in poultry to fatten cockerels. This 
involves placing the estrogenic chemical in 
a pellet which in turn is surgically implant- 
ed under the skin of poultry. 

2. Why feed stilbestrol to cattle? 

Stilbestrol has given very good results in 
the feedlot when incorporated in the feed of 
fattening cattle. Growth and live-weight 
gains are stimulated. Feed costs of beef 
production are reduced. Six experiments 
were concluded at Iowa State College dur- 
ing the past 2 years using stilbestrol in cat- 
tle supplements in a variety of cattle ra- 
tions. Improved feeding performance was 
noted in each trial. Live-weight gains were 
stimulated as much as 37 percent on a high- 
corn fattening ration. This amounted to as 
much as % pound additional gain per steer 
per day. In high-roughage rations, where 
cattle were being wintered to gain moder- 
ately, stilbestrol stimulated gains 10 to 15 
percent. In the six experiments using dif- 
ferent types of cattle rations with stilbes- 
trol, feed costs were reduced 10 to 20 per 
cent. At 1954 feed prices this represented 
a saving of about 2 to 4 cents per pound of 
live beef gain. 

3. Do all kinds of fattening cattle respond 
to stilbestrol feeding? 

Yes. Experiments indicate that all fatten-

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ing cattle respond favorably to stilbestrol 
when it is added in proper amounts to feeds. 
Both heifers and steers respond. However, 
somewhat more response is noted in steers. 
Different breeds of cattle and cattle raised 
in different locations respond to stilbestrol 
feeding. Size and age of cattle do not ap- 
pear to be consequential within the ranges 
which have been tested in the stilbestrol 
experiments, Cattle weighing 600 pounds 
appear to respond as well, relative to their 
size, as cattle weighing 1,200 pounds. How- 
ever, weights below or above this range 
have not been experimentally tested. 

4. Should dairy cows and bulls or beef 
breeding cows and bulls be fed stil- 
bestrol? 

Not at this time. Stilbestrol should not be 
fed to dairy cattle or to beef cattle being 
used in breeding herds. There is no experi- 
mental evidence suggesting that benefits 
would be derived from feeding stilbestrol 
to mature breeding cattle. There is no ex- 
perimental evidence that low feeding levels 
of stilbestrol would be injurious to these 
animals. Nevertheless, until proved safe and 
beneficial, stilbestrol should not be fed to 
any dairy or beef breeding animals. 

5. How about feeding stilbestrol to swine, 
poultry and sheep? 

No animals other than growing and fat- 
tening cattle intended for beef slaughter 
should be fed stilbestrol at this time. Desir- 
able feeding procedures using stilbestrol in 
sheep, poultry or swine rations have not 
been developed as yet. Until such feeding 
procedures are developed and approved, 
stilbestrol should not be fed to poultry or to 
animals other than fattening cattle. 

6. How much stilbestrol should be fed to 
cattle? 

Best results have been obtained by feed- 
ing stilbestrol to fattening cattle at the rate 
of 5 to 10 milligrams per animal daily. 
Some benefit can be obtained by feeding 
less. However, maximum benefits are not 
obtained until animals receive approximate- 
ly the 10-milligram level. Feeding higher 
levels should not be attempted at any time. 
Higher levels not only add needless expense 
but may prove undesirable. Poorer feeding 
performance may be obtained rather than 
the improved performance obtained at the 
recommended level of 10 milligrams per 
animal daily. 

7. Are restrictions placed upon the use of 
stilbestrol in cattle feeds? 

There are restrictions upon the amounts 
and methods by which stilbestrol can be in- 
corporated and used in cattle feeds. The 
desirability and necessity for such restric- 
tions is apparent when it is remembered 
that stilbestrol in the pure white powder 
form is a highly potent drug. It can be 
dangerous to human health if mismanaged 
in this high-potency concentration, This is 
one of the reasons why a prescription from 
a physician is necessary when stilbestrol is 
to be used in human medicine. Likewise, in 
cattle feeds, precautions are desirable and 
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necessary. Trained personnel are needed in 
getting this material into a suitable form JL } 
and in the proper concentration for feed : 
mixing. When these precautions are taken,

bestrol should be selected. If either a high- 
protein or a lower protein supplement is 
most desirable in supplementing the major 
cattle feeds being used then either the high 
or the lower protein supplement, whichever 
is most desirable, should be selected, with 
stilbestrol added. Stilbestrol is quite stable 
chemically in cattle feeds and should give 
good results in all types of fattening cattle 

supplements. Stilbestrol will make both a 

good and a poor fattening cattle supplement 

respectively better. However, stilbestrol will 
not make an inherently poor supplement 
just as good as a top-quality supplement 

containing stilbestrol. Stilbestrol is not a 

substitute for such nutrients as proteins, 

minerals, vitamins, ete., but rather it ap- 
pears to enhance the nutritive properties of 
any feeds consumed by cattle. 

11. Will stilbestrol-fed cattle bring a pre- 
mium price or be discriminated against 
when marketed? 

Cattle which have received stilbestrol 
feed supplements are not likely to bring a 
premium price nor be discriminated against 
when marketed. They are likely to bring 
the same price when marketed rather than 
a lower or a higher price per hundred 
weight. Carcass yields and carcass grades 
of stilbestrol-fed cattle have been essen- 
tially equal to carcass yields and grades on 
experimental cattle not receiving stilbestrol. 
No detectable residues of stilbestrol are 
present in the meat of stilbestrol-fed cattle. 
Cattle thus fed appear normal in every 
respect. Stilbestrol-fed cattle put on more 
rapid liveweight gains and gains at lower 
feed costs in the feedlot. 

12. Are there any disadvantages to feed- 
ing stilbestrol to cattle? 

No real disadvantage has been noted thus 
far. The results of college experiments and 
a number of field trials, show no known dis- 
advantages to feeding stilbestro] to fatten- 
ing cattle, unless one takes the view that 
the higher cost of cattle supplements re- 
sulting from stilbestrol additions is a dis- 
advantage. Cattle supplements containing 
stilbestrol are expected to cost $5 to $10 
more per ton than similar cattle supple- 
ments containing no stilbestrol. This extra 
cost can hardly be considered a disadvan- 
tage. For example, in the experiments thus 
far if you placed a $5 additional charge on 
cattle supplements containing stilbestrol 
then for each dollar expended for stilbestrol 
the cattle returned $19 additional when 
sold. If you placed a $10 additional charge 
on stilbestrol in supplements in these same 
experiments, then for each dollar expended 
for stilbestrol, the cattle when sold returned 
$9.50 additional.

SOILS MAY NEED LIME; 
QUICK TEST WILL TELL 


Meeting the lime need of the soil is a 
basic practice in getting good legume stands 
established, according to E. R. Duncan, ex- 
tension agronomist at Iowa State College. 

Legumes just don’t make their best start 
nor top yields where soil acidity has not 
been corrected by lime application where 
needed. On acid soils in north-central and 
northeast Iowa, for example, experiments 
have shown that meeting lime need has 
meant as much as % ton more hay from 
alfalfa and about % ton more red clover, 
Duncan points out. On certain soils in 
southern Iowa the difference has been even 
greater. 

The best time for liming, he says, is in 
the fall. This allows the lime to start cor- 
recting soil acidity before the legume seed 
goes into the ground. But liming even now 
ahead of spring seeding will be better than 
omitting lime if the soil needs it, Duncan 
emphasizes. 

He recommends a soil test for lime need 
on all ground where legumes will be seeded, 
if the soil acidity status is not already 
known or corrected. The Iowa State College 
Soil Testing Laboratory offers a_ special 
quick-return service on tests for lime alone. 
Or if a farmer requests it, the lime test can 
be run on a sample first with the results 
returned before the other regular tests are 
run. A county extension director can also 
finish a quick test for lime needs. 

Once the lime need is known, the lime 
can be applied on frozen ground. Duncan 
advises against spreading lime on top of 
snow, because there may be some loss in 
the water that runs off when the snow 
melts. But even on sloping soils where ero- 
sion is under control by terraces or contour 
cropping, the lime can be applied on the 
frozen ground. It’s important to get uni- 
form distribution of lime. 

Where lime can’t be applied to correct 
soil acidity, Duncan says an application of 
barnyard manure often helps get the legume 
established. But it won’t always carry 
through for the life of the legume stand. 
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In this case you can apply the lime on top 
of the seeding in late summer. 

For the farmer who doesn’t know the 
acidity of his field and can’t get it tested 
and apply the lime, Duncan advises against 
using alfalfa alone. Add some red clover, It 
is farily tolerant of acid soils, but it will 
still yield better where the lime need of the 
soil has been met. Alfalfa has less tolerance 
to acidity, both in establishment and in 
yield. Alfalfa hay quality is also improved 
by lime where it’s needed.

ECONOMIST PREDICTS 
HIGHER MEAT DEMAND 


Increasing meat prices have been the re- 
sult of greater consumer demand, says a 
former University of Illinois farm econ- 
omist. 

E. J. Working says that, no matter how 
you measure, it’s obvious that prices of 
meat increased tremendously between 1899 
and 1952. But, he says, the increase was a 
natural phenomenon of economics and not 
the result of government action or pressure 
groups. 

These are the findings and conclusions of 
a joint study made by Working at the Uni- 
versity of Illinois in cooperation with the 
University of Chicago through a grant from 
the Institute of Meat Packing. 

In dollars and cents, according to the 
study, meat prices increased by about 
seven times between 1899 and 1952, the 
period studied. Even when the buying pow- 
er of the dollar is taken into account, meat 
prices doubled in that time in relation to 
the average of all other food prices. 

Total supply also increased during the 
period, the study points out. But the sup- 
ply was only 144 pounds a person in 1952 
compared with 151 pounds in 1899. 

Working also reports consumer habits as 
an element of demand for meat. If some- 
thing happens to increase the supply of 
meat suddenly, prices will go down more 
than the supply increases. If the supply 
drops suddenly, prices will go up faster 
than the supply goes down. Over a longer 
time, however, prices will adjust themselves 
to become more in line with the change in 
supply. 

Another significant change reported in 
the study is the decline in the demand for 
pork, which has been replaced by an in- 
crease in the demand for beef.
